NOTE. The frontispiece is described by Furtwangler as follows: "Later black-figured 
Attic ["kalos"] Amphora. In the middle is the two-headed Cerberus, to whom Hermes 
bows down appeasingly, while he holds over him his left hand; in the right Hermes carries 
a long staff", not the caduceus, but the staff which belongs to him especially as god of the 
underworld. Heracles appears half hidden behind Hermes. Pluto, with the form of an 
old man . . is shown behind Cerberus and next to him stands Persephone. Above is the 
affectionate inscription TIMOTHEOS KALOS . . The vase was found at Orbetello in 
1888, and is described by the art dealer Pollak at Rome in 1898. Mitt. XIII, 85. . ." 
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
